Applicant gratefully acknowledges Examiner Li for taking time from her busy schedule 
to conduct a personal interview on January 4, 2005, for the above-referenced Application. 
The interview was courteous and professional, and it is believed by Applicant's representative 
that prosecution has been advanced because of this interview. 

Concerning the substance of the interview. Applicant's representative presented a 
summary of the present invention as providing a vector interrupt between the main processor 
and the co-processor. This feature provides the advantage that the main processor has 
immediate awareness of which instruction is requested to be processed. 

A second key aspect of the invention is that the co-processor retains some control of 
the execution process even as the main processor performs the execution by updating the 
stack pointer and program counter. 

The Examiner indicated that this summary of exempfay key aspects that Applicant 
considers particularly unique and advantageous should help make her search more efficient 
relative to the RCE filed on December 7, 2004. 
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
